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Hotel Booking—The 
instructions 
by Chris Bell 


Please read this BEFORE you fill in the 
form. 

ou know as well as I do how to fill in 
hé form, but please bear with me. Some 

things may not be entirely obvious 
even to one of your enormous brain capac- 
ity and common-sense, and some things 
may have importance to me (the person 
doing the job) which isn’t apparent to any- 
one who hasn’t done this particular job in 
the particular way I choose to doit. Some of 
the stuff listed below is there because, strange 
as it may seem, it wasn’t obvious to some- 
body last time or the time before and it gave 
me grief then, so I’m trying to avoid it now. 


PLEASE FILL IN YOUR FULL NAME 
AND FULLADDRESS, IN NICE, LEGIBLE 
BLOCK CAPITALS. The membership sec- 
retary has them, but I haven’t. If you do not 
give them to me, or I cannot read them, I 
will not be able to send you your hotel 
booking confirmation. You won’t know 
that your booking form failed to reach me 
or that I have got it all wrong, until you 
arrive and find that you have no room 
booked or that you have totally the wrong 
room for the wrong nights with the wrong 
person (how bad is your writing?). One 
bright spark once sent me a form all filled 
out apart from having no name on it any- 
where, except a squiggle at the bottom 
which might have begun with ‘T’, or then 
again it might not... from somewhere with 
a smudged postmark. 


Please remember to sign and date the 
form. Eggsand grandmothersand soon, but 
enough people haven’t, one time and an- 
other, for me to feel it’s worth reminding 
you. The hotel want your signature, because 
this is a contract with them that you are 
signing. 

Please fill in one form per person, not 
one form per room. I have my own system 
for filing, and I need’ one form for each of 
you. The exception is children aged twelve 
or under sharing a room with an adult: their 


bed(s) can be booked on the adult’s form, in 
the space provided for that purpose. 


Please either fill in something in each 
section, or cross out the whole section. That 
way I don’t get frightful qualms about what 
on earth you think may have been wanted 
from you: you have wiped that bit off, I 
don’t do anything about it. (And I like you 
for making my job easier, too.) 


The number of nights you want to stay 
should be easy enough to fill in. You can 
alter this later if necessary: but I’d ever so 
much rather that if you do have to, you keep 
the change until the day you arrive at the 
hotel and sort it out with them on the spot 
at the time. The exception, obviously 
enough, is that if you want to turn up before 
you were expected, it’s a good idea to let us 
know.

If you change your mind about what sort 
of room you want, or with whom you want 
to share, I need to know about this immedi- 
ately, if not sooner; and ideally, I want to 
hear it from both parties (un)involved. 

The rates for rooms are as follows: 

Singles: £37 per person per night 
(p-p-p-n-) 

eDoubles and twins: £31 p.p.p.n. 

Triples (not many of these): £25 
p-p-p-n. 

Children aged twelve years or under and 
sharing a room with an adult are accommo- 
dated free, paying only for their food. 

Note forthe non-British: the Adelphiand 
Icall a room which has two single beds in it, 
a ‘twin room’. One which has one double 
bed intended for two people is a ‘double 
room’. One with one single bed is a ‘single 
room’. 

There are 21 double rooms with jacuzzis 
at £82 per room per night; if more than 21 
pairs of people want them these will be 
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allocated by me in a mystic draw involving 
four pregnant mice, a wheel, and some 
peanuts. This will be utterly fair, since no- 
one has yet devized a way of bribing these 
mice. 


We have a special premium for those 
who have stayed on Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday nights: the rates on Monday night 
for you loyal lot will be £15 per person in 
doubles, twinsand triples, £25 per personin 
singles. Single occupancy (continuing after 
one of you has left) of a double or twin will 
be charged at the single rate for that night 
of £25. (Llike this hotel: they thunk it up for 
us themselves, bless them.) 


Single rooms are first-come-first-served. 
I will not be able to book you a single room 
in the main convention hotel if fifty other 
people had the same idea but had it first. So 
if you’re booking late, it won’t be very 
practical to put a tick only in the space for 
‘single room, I will not share’. Add some 
alternative so that I have some chance of 
giving you something near what you want! 


If you are organizing your own room- 
share, please try to arrange for the two or 
three forms involved to reach me more or 
less together. I get fed up with unpartnered 
forms floating around on my desk waiting 
for their chums to turn up so that they can 
be forwarded to the hotel together. They 
get all dogeared and tatty and sometimes 
they even get lost or get used for taking 
messages on the back. 


If the person you are trying to book a 
room with is not a member of the conven- 
tion, I will not book that room in his or her 
name. I shall hold your form until that 
person has joined up. This is not me being 
nasty, it is to do with insurance. 


If you are organizing your own room- 
share, please don’t do it unilaterally. Make 
sure your putative sharer agrees. I cannot 
save you from embarrassment if you book a 
room for two and the second person fails to 
show up, or books a room sharing with 
someone else or on his or her own. If Pm 
feeling kindly, I might zell you that I can’t do 
whatever it is you’ve asked me to do, pro- 
vided that I realize it in time and that I can 
read your name, address and telephone 
number (see above). 


If there is some one (or some two or 
more) with whom you actively do not wish 
to share a room, and you are asking me to 
find a twin-room sharer for you, it is sensi- 
ble to tell me about your dislikes. Pm not 
going to pass the information on, nor even 
store it; I shall use it and then forget it. 


If there is anything such as ‘I don’t want 
to share with x (y & z) which you need to 
tell me but don’t want to put on the form, 
put it on a separate piece of paper: but 
please please please put your name on that 
piece of paper! If you don’t, I may worry all 
convention about the frantic appeal which 
Pve ignored because I didn’t know whose it 
was. 





If you don’t tell me what 
you need, | won’t know 
and won’t take relevant 


action; if you do, I will, 
and | will. 





Please do not try to be funny in the bits 
intended for information about special re- 
quirements, allergies, diet and such. The 
hotel won’t laugh, and I have seenthe jokes 
before. I just want to know about things 
which actually matter. If you don’t tell me 
what you need, I won’t know and won't take 
relevant action; if you do, I will, and I will. 


Right. Now you’re genned up ready to 
begin. Finda pen. Start at the top with your 
name in nice BIG LEGIBLE LETTERS...

You may enter as many 
cakes as you wish. You must supply a com- 
plete typed list of ingredients to be 
displayed with the cake when it is sold. This 
isto help those with food allergies to deter- 
mine the wisdom of their choices. The cake 
must be presented ina fully-prepared state. 
Unfortunately we can provide no cooking 
or refrigeration facilities. Lastly, the judges 
decisions are final 


Please Note. We have been granted specific 
permission by the hotel for convention 
members to bring prepared cakes for the 
Cake Burning. Please remember that the 
hotel makes its money by providing rooms, 
food and drink, and will charge corkage on 
any other food items it finds in the hotel. 


The committee has agreed this with the 
Adelphi management and we will back the 
hotel in any cases where convention mem- 
bers have brought their own food on to the 
hotel site.

From 
Manchester airport you can take a National

Disability services

tisour intentionis make the convention 
li enjoyable and accessible to as many fans 

as possible. To this aim the convention 
has adopted the Electric Eggs Basic Services 
as the standard to aid our members who 
need some additional support. The Electric 
Eggs is a fan organization originated in the 
USA quite a few years ago to supply medical 
and often equipment support to people 
with disabilities who wish to attend conven- 
tions. 


The organization in the UK was set up 
for last year’s Worldcon through the fine 
efforts of Cuddles. It has two main stand- 
ards of services at a convention; the Basic 
and the Full Services. The Full Services 
include provision of wheelchairs etc. by the 


convention for a small fee and would, 
ideally, be offered by all conventions, but 
this requires adoption during early plan- 
ning stages, particularly for budgetary 
reasons. Future cons may have to consider 
this, because of the new Disability Discrimi- 
nation Act. 


In summary, the Basic Services com- 
prise: 1. Helpline and emergency telephone 
number list available for all members 2. 
Medical alert registration. Anyone with a 
medical problemthat the con needsto know 
about or that would needto be known about 
in an emergency can be recorded in the 
registration system. This information will 
only be available to nominated Eggs staff 
and medical staff in the event of an emer- 
gency. Labels will be provided to stick on 
the backs of membership badges to indicate 
the problem, for example, diabetes. In the 
event of an emergency a look at the back of 
the membership badge could help sort out

what's wrong. 3. Priority on one of the lifts 
(elevators) is given to Access badge holders. 
4. Access badge holders and their helpers 
have priority in getting into programme 
items. 5. Priority seating. All programme 
areas will have seats set aside for the use of 
Access badge holders and their helpers. 6. 
Access Service Button. People with some 
form of movement disability will be issued. 
with a badge for themselves and one to give 
their helper at the time. This permits the use 
of the priority seating and lift. 


Please be aware that the Adelphi Hotel is 
a beautiful old railway hotel and listed 
building which was not designed with acces- 
sibility in mind; there are steps everywhere. 
They do, however, have ramps which will 
permit wheelchair users to movearound the 
main areas without too much difficulty and 
which we intend being available through- 
out the con.

Electricity Use at the 
Convention

verseas members please note that 
O the U.K. uses a 230 volt 50 hertz 

mains supply. Ifyou are thinking of 
bring any electrical equipment, please make 
sure that it can cope with our supply, as 
most 110V equipment will turn into a puff 
of greasy smoke if plugged in! There are 
normally switchable power supplies for shav- 
ers or similar items in the bathrooms of 
hotels. 


If you need to use any mains powered 
equipment either ina convention area or on 
behalf of the convention then it must have 
passed a Portable Appliance Test (PAT). 
PAT is now a legal requirement in the U.K. 
and across the E.C. The aim of the test is to 
ensure that all portable mains powered 
equipment is safe to use. Although it may 
have been PAT tested, you will still need to 
carry out the normal pre-use checks of any 
equipment, such as looking for new damage 
or excessive wear. All commercial users and 
hirers should be aware of this requirement 
and should have had their equipment tested 
regularly and have some means of proving 
it, (such as a certificate and/or a label at- 
tached to the appliance). If you fall intothis 
category, please ensure that you can prove 
to the convention that the electrical equip- 
ment you bring has been tested. Please note 
that this isthe hotel’s requirement as wellas 
the convention’s. 


Because some people will not have had 
their equipment tested beforehand there 
will be a test facility available during the 
convention which will be available ona first 
come, first served basis. From past experi- 
ence this is a slow business that may cause 
you problems. There will be a small charge 
made if any work has to be done to repair a 
cable or to replace a fuse. This facility is 
mainly intended for fans who are bringing 
equipment for the convention’s use, it is 
expected that commercial organizations will 
have had their equipment properly tested. 


If you think that this is overkill, you 
might be interested in what was foundat last 
years Worldcon in Glasgow. During the 
convention some 367 inspections and tests 
were carried out, of which about 10-20% 
failed, not counting equipment from the 
U.S.A. 


What was more worrying was the state of 
the equipment presented for inspection, 
particularly that from hire companies. One 
company supplied a number of items for use 
during the convention; only three leads 
supplied had anything like the correct rat- 
ing of fuse. When challenged, they 
apparently knew nothing about the PAT 
regulations at all, despite compliance with 
them having been a requirement of the 
convention. None of their equipment had 
seemingly ever been tested or checked for 
electrical safety. 


If you need advice, please get in touch 
with us either before or at the convention. 
Also, if you want to know how to do your 
pre-use checks, please ask and we'll do our 
best to help.
